Summary. This joint regulation sets forth policies and establishes
responsibilities for Arny and Air Force organi zati ons which provide
nmet eor ol ogi cal and weat her support to the Arny.

Applicability. This regulation applies to those Active and Reserve

Conmponent Arny and Air Force units that require or provide weat her
support.

Proponent and exception authority. The proponents of this
publication are the Deputy Chief of Staff for Intelligence, Arny, and
the Deputy Chief of Staff, Plans and Operations, Air Force. The
proponents have the authority to approve exceptions to this
publication that are consistent with controlling | aw and regul ati on.
Ei t her proponent may del egate this approval authority, in witing, to
a division chief within the proponent agency in the grade of col onel
or the civilian equivalent.

Arnmy managenent control process. This joint regulation is not subject
to the requirements of AR 11-2. It does not contain internal control
provi si ons.

| nt roducti on

1-1. Purpose

This regul ati on establishes policy and states responsibilities for
Active and Reserve Conponent Arny and Air Force organizations

whi ch provide or arrange for weather support for the Arny. (Note: To
avoi d duplication of effort and enhance cooperation, Arny and Air
Force agenci es responsi ble for neteorol ogical support to the Arny

wi |l share informati on and coordinate activities to the greatest
extent possible.)

Chapter 2
Responsibilities

2-1. Arny agencies

a. The Deputy Chief of Staff for Intelligence (DCSINT),
Headquarters, Departnent of the Arny (HQDA), establishes policy for
Arny weat her support; is the Arny staff proponent for Defense
Met eorol ogi cal Satellite Program (DVSP) and National Polar-orbiting
Operational Environnental Satellite System (NPCESS) issues; and
reviews and coordi nates Arnmy weat her support related issues with the
Ofice of the Secretary of Defense, the Joint Staff, the Departnent
of the Air Force, other Services, HQDA offices, Arny mgj or comrands
(MACOMWVE), and ot her Federal agenci es.

b. The Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations and Pl ans (DCSOPS),
HQDA, has Arny staff responsibility related to weather support to the
Arny for overall force devel opnment and approves requirenents and sets
priorities for Army-unique training, contingencies, and weather
support needs. The U. S. Arny Aeronautical Services Agency (USAASA), a
DCSOPS field operating agency, provides Arny aviation weat her
interface to DOD, Federal, and civilian agencies. USAASA al so
coordi nates Arny aviation weather policy and requirenents issues for
DCSOPS.

c. The Commandi ng CGeneral, U S. Arny Training and Doctrine Conmand
(CG TRADOC) establishes doctrine, training, |eadership devel opnent,
organi zation, and materiel requirenents for the Arny. The CG TRADCC
t hrough the Arny Weat her Proponency O fice, U S. Arny Intelligence
Center & Ft. Huachuca (USAI C&FH), identifies deficiencies in Arny
weat her support doctrine and the effectiveness of weather support and
devel ops solutions for those deficiencies within the Arny’s area of
responsibility. The CG TRADCC, through USAI C&FH, coordinates with
the Air Force Director of Wather (HQ AF/ XON and MACOM
representatives on Arny-Air Force and Joint Service weat her support
concepts and doctri ne.

d. The Commandi ng CGeneral, U S. Arny Materiel Conmand (CG AMD),

t hrough Test and Eval uati on Conmand ( TECOM provi des operati onal

nmet eor ol ogi cal support for Arny Research, Devel opnent, Test and

Eval uati on (RDT&E) test ranges and centers. The CG AMC, through the
Arny Research Laboratory (ARL), is responsible for RDT&E of Arny
devel oped neteorol ogi cal systens and software, including tactical
deci sion aids, physics based

nodel s to quantify atnospheric effects on electro-optical systens,
and ot her environnmental nodels, designed to neet Arny weat her support
responsibilities described in this regul ation.

e. The Chief of Engineers (COE) is the director and nonitor for
Arny prograns in the atnospheric, topographic, and terrestri al
sciences. Per AR 70-1, the COE reviews all enmerging Arny systens for
environnmental effects (natural and induced). Atnospherically, the COE
is responsible for cold regi ons RDT&E support and for hydrol ogi cal
R&D. Per AR 70-38, the COE provides the Material Acquisition Team



(MAT) with special clinmatol ogical studies and devel ops climatic
design criteria for use in environnental testing, both natural and
chanmber. Special climte, weather and environnmental studies are also
provided to requesting mlitary activities in support of training,
operations, and for energency purposes. The COE al so participates in
the defense Distributive Interactive Sinmulation (D'S) and
denonstrates live, virtual, and constructive environnental
sinmulations in a common synthetic battl espace.

f. For Air Force weather support, MACOM conmanders, including
Reserve Conponents (RC), are responsible for stating unit |evel and
tactical operations weather requirenents. Subordinate units wll
docunent changes and shortfalls in weather requirenents and forward
themto their MACOM for validation. Once the MACOM val i dates the
requirenents, it will forward themto the supporting Air Force MAJCOM
for resolution. (Note: Renpte weather support may be used if it can
satisfy operational requirenents.) MAJCOMs will ensure their
supported MACOVs are involved in the process of prioritizing their
needs when Armmy and Air Force m ssions are conpeting for the sane
resources. MAJCOVs unable to support MACOM requests fromw thin their
own resources wll forward themto HQ AF/ XOW for resol ution.

g. MACOVs will elevate issues that cannot be resol ved
satisfactorily to HQDA (DAM -POB). |In addition, MACOM conmanders are
al so responsi ble for:

(1) Providing the attached weather units with admnistrative
assi stance, mai ntenance, communi cations, and |ogistical support
commensurate with the | evel of support provided to the organic Arny
unit;

(2) Docunenting successes and deficiencies in weather support
identified in tactical exercises and forwarding themto USAI C&FH,

(3) Ensuring standard Army tactical equipnent is issued to Air Force
Weat her units. This equipnment will be provided in quantities
conparable to the supported Arny custonmer and will be listed in
appropriate Tables of Organization and Equi pnment (TOE), Mdification
TOE (MICE), and/or Common Tabl es of All owances (CTA).

h. The Assistant Secretary of the Arnmy for Research, Devel opnent,
and Acquisition (SARD-ZT) is responsible for fully funding the
foll owi ng Corps of Engineers and Arny Material Command RDT&E for
weat her requirenents and equi pnment beyond Air Force responsibilities
outlined in this regulation as foll ows:

(1) Provide AMC RDT&E support to test ranges and centers.

(2) Meet Arny responsibilities for collecting, processing, and
transmtting weat her data, autonated decision aids, and other weather
intelligence products.

(3) Facilitate weather data collection and processing by Arny
personnel directly supporting Arny weapon systens, activities, or
oper at i ons.

(4) Assist the Air Force in neeting unique Arny requirenents,

i ncluding simulations and visualization of environnental effects on
Arny personnel, systens, and operations.

2-2. Air Force agencies

a. The Deputy Chief of Staff for Plans and Operations,
Headquarters, Departnent of the Air Force, Director of Wather (HQ
USAF/ XOWN is the functional manager for all Air Force Wather
resources and operations and is responsible for coordinating with
HQDA (DAM - POB) on all operational weather support policy related to,
or potentially inpacting the Army. HQ USAF/ XOW coordi nates with the



CG TRADCC, on all joint (USAF-USA) operational concepts conceived by
the Air Force to ensure consistency with Arny doctri ne.

b. USAF MAJCOVE provi de weather support to their associated MACOVs
ncl udi ng installing and mai ntai ni ng USAF-funded communi cati ons
erm nal and weat her equi pnent.

c. As part of the Air Force responsibility, the Wather Branch of
the Operations, Plans, and Prograns Directorate, National Guard
Bureau (NGB), under the functional guidance of HQ USAF/ XON nmanages
the NGB weat her program This includes weather support to Arnmy RC at
the sane level of Arny tactical support as described in FM 34-

81/ AFJPAM 15-127. (Note: USAF Reserve Individual Mbilization
Augnentees (I MA), augnented by Air National CGuard Weat her Flights,
provi de weat her support to continental U S. armes (CONUSA).)

d. The Commander, Headquarters Air Wather Service (AWS/ CC) is
responsi bl e for:

(1) Providing technical advice and neteorol ogi cal assistance to Air
Force weat her units supporting Active or RC Arny units;

(2) Ensuring adequate weather products and services are provided as
requested through the Air Force d obal Wather Central (AFGAC) and
requested climatol ogical support is provided by the U S. Air Force
Conmbat C i matol ogy Center (USAFCCC), except as noted in paragraph 2-
le above;

(3) Ensuring standardization and interoperability of Air Force and
Arnmy weat her support including assisting in the assessnent of
nmet eor ol ogi cal software and equi pnent devel oped by the Arny for
operational use by AF weather units;

(4) Assessing the technical performance and technical effectiveness
of Arny weat her support; and

(5) Being the Air Force’s | ead command and standard systens nanager
for weather equipnent. Arny requirenents and specifications for AF-
provi ded standard weat her systens are coordi nated through the MAJCOVs
to AW. AW5, in turn, represents the using MAJCOV and works with Air
Force Materiel Command (AFMC), the acquisition agency, to deliver and
support systens neeti ng MAJCOM and MACOM requi renents.

e. The Commander, AFMC, as the Air Force s primary devel oper of
nmet eor ol ogi cal observing and forecasting equi pnent,
coordi nates the specifications for neteorol ogical equipnent with the
AWS/ CC and CG TRADOC, to ensure Arny requirenments are satisfied.

Chapter 3
Trai ni ng

3-1. Arny training policy
The Arny trains:

a. Arny personnel on the effects of weather on Arny operations and
systens, how to request and obtain weat her support, and Air Force
concepts for providing weat her support for Arny operations.

b. Arny field artillery neteorol ogical personnel on the enpl oynent,
operation, and repair of field artillery neteorol ogi cal equi pnment
through the U S. Arny Field Artillery School .

c. Arny RDT&E neteorol ogi cal support personnel on operation of
assi gned net eorol ogi cal equi pnment and techni cal neteorol ogi cal
know edge required to provide or arrange support to Arny RDT&E test
ranges and centers.

d. Staff Wather Oficers (SW3s) and weat her team (WETM nenbers
assigned to Arny weat her support duties. This training will include
Arny organi zati onal and operational procedures, and weather support
requi renents for Arny operations.

e. Air Force weather personnel in specialized mssion skills
required to support Arny operations which are not provided through
standard Air Force training prograns. This includes, but is not
limted to:

(1) Airborne parachute training (school quotas and TDY fundi ng, as
required).

(2) Common soldier skill training including small arms, tactical
field skills, and nucl ear, biological, chem cal (NBC) instruction.

(3) Survival and safety training conparable to the supported Arny
uni t.

(4) Training in operations security (OPSEC) and communi cati ons
security (COVBEC) applicable to Arny comruni cati ons systens.

(5) Training in operating and maintaining Army MIOE and CTA
equi pnent assigned for the Air Force weather units to use.



3-2. Air Force training policy
The Air Force trains:

a. Arny personnel on the capabilities and limtations of Air Force
weat her support and the integration of weather information into Arny
deci si onmaki ng processes.

b. Arny personnel tasked to take and di ssem nate suppl enent al
weat her observations in support of Arny operations and the Air Force
weat her teamrequirenents. This includes, but is not limted to,
training Air Traffic controllers and mlitary intelligence and
speci al forces personnel assigned supplenmental observing duties.

c. Air Force weather personnel on all technical weather know edge
required to provide or arrange weather support for the Arny.

Chapter 4
Operations policy

4-1. Arny neteorol ogi cal support

The Arny provides certain neteorol ogi cal support functions as
described in this chapter. For weather support, which is an Air Force
contribution, Arny comranders state weather support requirenents
(data collection, forecasting, and tailored applications), and the
Air Force organizes and determ nes how best to neet those Arny needs.
Arny commanders will not assign Air Force weather personnel to duties
inconsistent with their primary mssion. Air Force weather units wll
be assigned to support theater armes, corps, divisions, aviation

bri gades, separate brigades, arnored cal vary regi nents, speci al
forces groups, ranger reginents, and may be task organi zed to support
smal l er task forces for contingencies. Detail ed weat her support
doctrine for Arny conmbat operations is described in Arny FM 6- 15,
Arny FM 34-81/ AFJPAM 15-127, Arny FM 100-5, and Air Force Doctrine
Docunent 45.

4-2. Arny specific itens of support
The Arny provides the foll ow ng neteorol ogi cal support:

a. Meteorological support to Arny RDT&E.

b. Devel opnent of autonmated weat her decision aids, including
weat her effects critical threshold values which affect Arny and
threat m ssion areas and battlefield operating systens.

c. Devel opnent of environnental simnulations and visualizations
uni que to Arny personnel, systens, and operations for Intelligence
Preparation of the Battl espace (I PB)

d. Personnel and equi pnent to perform general and specialized
observations required in direct support of Arny artillery systens, as
described in FM 6-15, and other Arny weapon systens and operati ons.

e. MACOVs provide Air Force WETMs the foll ow ng weat her
i nformation:

(1) Limted surface observations coded according to FM 6-16- 2,
upper-air observations in Wrld Meteorol ogi cal Organization (WD)
format, and radiol ogical fallout nessages, coded according to FM 6-
15, fromartillery meteorol ogical sections.

(2) Observations fromareas where Air Force WETMs do not or cannot
operate due to doctrinal, operational, or other limtations.

f. Arny intelligence officer (&/S2) meteorol ogical duties and
general staff supervision of the Air Force Staff Wather O ficer
(SWD) as described in Army FM 34-81/ AFJPAM 15- 127 and Arny FM 101-5.



4-3. \Weat her support provided by the Air Force

a. The Air Force provides mlitary, civilian, and contract
personnel to perform SWDO, forecasting and observing functions in
garrison during peacetine; and U S. Air Force mlitary personnel to
support Arny tactical operations and Arny weat her requirenents in
wartinme, as described in Arny FM 34-81/ AFJPAM 15-127, Joint Chiefs of
Staff (JCS) directed operations plans and operations orders, and
formal Arny MACOM and Air Force MAJCOM agreenents. Forward maj or
command agreenents to HQ USAF/ XOW and DAM - POB for approval. The role
of the Air Force SWO on the Arny commander’s special staff is
described in Arny FM 34-81/ AFJPAM 15-127 and Arny FM 101-5.

b. Required weather information tailored to assist terrain analysis
teans in determning river stages, flooding conditions, and mobility
assessnents for tactical operations.

c. Required climatological information tailored to neet Arny
planning for mlitary operations, training, and terrain anal ysis.
Arny units request climtological information through the unit or
MACOM SWO. |If the unit and MACOM do not have a SWO, direct
conmmuni cation with USAFCCC, Scott AFB, IL (DSN 576-4024/fax 3772) is
aut hori zed.

d. Weather products to support the |IPB process, Arny planning,
other Battlefield Operating Systens (BOS), and training and
sinmulation activities for Arny tactical operations.

Chapter 5
Conmmuni cati ons

5-1. Arny communications policy for Arny weather support

a. For garrisons, the Arny wll fund, provide, install, test and
eval uate, operate, and maintain the foll ow ng:

(1) Weat her conmmunications circuits and services (including
necessary comruni cations supplies and facilities) fromthe |ocal
Technical Control Facility on Arny installations to the supporting
Air Force weather unit.

(2) Weat her conmunications circuits, contractual services, and
hardware (at end point of circuit) required at Arny |ocations for
weat her support where Air Force weather units are not present. This
i ncl udes speci al equi pnment such as tel ephone hotlines, |ocal
weat her di ssem nation systens, and mi croconputers that tie into | ocal
post networks.

b. The Army will fund Air Force engineering and installation of
fixed garrison equi pmrent when non-standard services are requested by

the Arny.
c. For Arny tactical operations, the Army will fund, provide,
install, test and evaluate, and maintain an Arny tactical

comuni cations system for use by WETMs supporting Arny tactical
oper at i ons.

5-2. Air Force communications policy for Arny weather support

a. For Arny garrisons, the Air Force will fund, provide, install,
test and eval uate, operate, and maintain the foll ow ng:

(1) Air Force owned weat her conmunications term nal equi pnment used
for direct weather support.

(2) Weat her communication circuits from AFGAC and/ or servi cing
Automatic Digital Wather Switch (ADW5) to the communications
facility at Army installations for Air Force weather unit use in



provi ding direct support to Arny units.

(3) Weat her communi cations equi pnment, circuits, and services
required by Air Force units to provide other than Arny weat her
support.

b. For Arny tactical operations, the Air Force will fund, provide,
install, and nmai ntain weather comrunications circuits from AFGAC
and/ or the servicing ADWs facility to the single theater entry point,
if one exists, or to the Arny tactical support comrunications system
collocated wth the highest Arny echel on deployed (or directly to
subordinate Air Force WETMs t hrough AF provided and nai nt ai ned
standard ground transceivers, if an Air Force direct satellite
br oadcast weat her communi cations capability exists).

Chapter 6
Adm ni stration, Budget, and Logistics

6-1. Basis for support

Air Force weat her services and Arny adm nistrative assistance,

mai nt enance, and | ogistical support are provided on a nonreinbursable
basis. Specialized support provided to neet requirenents not covered
by this regulation nust be docunented with an Inter-Service Support
Agreenent (I SSA) or Menorandum of Agreenent (MOA) between
participating Air Force and Arny units. Forward these agreenents

t hrough the respective service channels to HQ USAF/ XON and DAM - POB
for approval.

6-2. Arny policy
The Arny provides the follow ng:

a. Admnistrative, budget, and |ogistics support to AMC RDT&E
met eor ol ogy functi ons.

b. Admnistrative support to Air Force weather and mai nt enance
units directly supporting the Arny. Support will be conparable to
that given simlar Arny units.

c. Cerical assistance if beyond the capability of the Air Force
uni t.

d. Funding for the travel and per diemof Air Force personnel
required for planning, training, or providing weather support for
Arny operations according to joint travel regul ations, unless
travel and other requirenents are provided in-kind. (Exanples include
maneuvers, exercises, contingency depl oynents, and special Arny
training of Air Force personnel). Note: The Air Force provides
funding for the travel of supplenental personnel and weat her
equi pnent to the Arny installation, unit, or |ocation of the WETM
they are augnenting (see para 6-3Db).

e. Assistance to Air Force units in progranmm ng and budget
subm ssi on.

f. Funding in the supported Arny unit’s budget for the Air Force’'s
garrison and tactical operations.

g. Intelligence support.

h. Finance di sbursenent where services are not reasonably avail abl e
froman Air Force Accounting and Finance Ofice. Pay wll be
chargeable to Air Force funds.

i. Admnistrative services as follows: postal services;
transportation; packing and crating; exchange and conm ssary;

i nformation, education, and library services; |egal assistance; fire
protection and i nspection; chapel services; nortuary services;
recreation and physical training facilities; equal opportunity; ness



facility services (rations will be furnished per DFAS-IN 37-1)
Speci al Conpartnented Information (SCI) billet and security clearance
servi ces; mai ntenance and storage of classified docunents; and
contracting services.

j. Dental and outpatient nedical services. (lnpatient nedical care
to Air Force personnel is provided according to existing DOD policies
and Air Force regul ations.)

k. Data automation (that is, office conputers, software, and
support) and automated digital network (AUTODIN) capability to
forward reports.

|. Access to, and training on, applicable Arny automated systens
(garrison and tactical).

m Logi stical support to Air Force units supporting the Army. This
support will be provided according to the priority of the supported
Army unit. It will be conparable with that furnished to supported
Arnmy units or activities.

n. Unit, internmediate and depot mai ntenance, fuel, lubricants, and
parts for Arny vehicles and equi pnment assigned to those units. Air
Force RC units, not collocated with their supported Arny unit, wll
coordinate with the nearest Arny mai ntenance support activity for
their unit, internediate, and depot-I|evel maintenance on their
assigned Arny equi prment.

0. Non-tactical vehicles on a normal dispatch basis.

p. Ofice space, facilities, and real property to house Air Force
weat her unit adm nistration, forecasting and observing operations,
and Air Force and/or contract weather equi pnent mai nt enance
per sonnel .

g. Secure area for storage of authorized equi pnent, secure storage
of Arny provided weapons, and access to a secure storage area for
COVSEC equi prent and materi al

r. Access to an area, as necessary, for tactical training and the
Cadre Weat her Team (CW) operation, and access to areas to conduct
vehi cl e operator mai ntenance.

S. Normal building maintenance, heat fuel, and housekeepi ng
suppl i es.

t. Requisitioning, receipt, and issue of adm nistrative and
operational supplies and consumabl e parts.

6-3. Air Force policy
The Air Force provides the foll ow ng:

a. Procuring, installing, testing, and eval uating, operating, and
mai ntaining all Air Force provided in-garrison and tactical weather
equi pnrent (hardware and software), including processing and
nmet eorol ogical satellite receiving equipnent, for the Air Force units
supporting the Arny. Any equi pnment operating in a potential conbat
envi ronment should neet the conparable Arny criteria for tactical
mobility, target signature (height, weight, and electronic
emm ssions), and communi cations conpatibility.

Renot e weat her squort _ o _
Support provided by a weather unit or facility not |ocated with the
Arny unit or installation being supported.

Speci al Qperations Wather Team ( SOAT)

Speci al |y organi zed, trained, and equi pped Air Force weather teans
assigned to support Arnmy and Air Force Special Operations Force units
inunilateral or joint air, ground, and maritime special operations
forces (SOF). Teans are trained to operate independently in



perm ssive or uncertain environnents, or as augnentation to other
speci al operations elenents in hostile areas. Teans collect critical
weat her observations from data sparse areas, generate m ssion
tailored forecasts, and determ ne the inpacts of weather conditions
on operations to assist SOF decision makers in devel opi ng appropriate
courses of action.

Staff Weather O ficer (SWO)

The Air Force senior weather officer, or designated representative,
who serves as a nenber of the Arnmy conmander’s special staff, under

t he comnmander’s operational control, and under the general staff
supervi sion of the assistant chief of staff for intelligence (Q&/S2).
Tacti cal operations

Conmbat or sinmul ated conbat operations normally conducted outside the
garrison environnent where weather support is provided by an Air
Force weat her team using tactical equipnment and noving with the
supported Arny unit.

Weat her effects

The inpact of weather elenments on operations, systens, tactics,
personnel and | ogistics. Wather effects can be adverse or favorable.
To be fully assessed, the effect of each weather el enent or paraneter
on specific systens, tactics, and so forth, nmust be known.

Weat her effects critical threshold val ues

The limting weat her elenent val ues affecting operations, systens,
tactics, personnel, and logistics. Normally, the supported Arny
commander establishes threshol d val ues which specify favorable,
mar gi nal , or unfavorable conditions.

Weat her support

Provision of information describing the full range of environnental
conditions which effect mlitary operations, including atnospheric

phenonena, sea states, weather affecting ground states, and

i onospheric conditions (space weather). Information may be obtai ned
fromland and space based platfornms, forecasts, sunmaries, nodel

out puts, and climatol ogi cal based sources.

Weat her Tactical Decision Aid (TDA)

A product generated from nmanual or autonmated anal ysis of weat her
information to assist Arnmy tactical decision makers to understand
environnmental factors inpacting threat and friendly weapon systens,
operations, tactics, equipnent, and personnel, and to use that
knowl edge for tactical advantage.

Weat her Team (VEETM

A group of one or nore Air Force weat her personnel deployed to
provi de support in a tactical environnment. The size of a WETM depends
on the needs of the supported unit, and is determ ned by the Air
